WATER  SUPPLY. 


Tiie re  are  two  sources  'of  supply,  (a)  from  Rhode  3arton, 
owned  by  the  Council  and  giving  a.n  average  dail]/-  yield  of 
4.3,  non  gallons.  This  is. a  shallow  •  source .  (b)  owned  by 

the  Lyme  Regis.  Water  Company  from  Pinhay  with  an  average 
daily  yield  of  750^ 000  gallons.  This  water  comes  from  deep 
springs.  The  Council  take  a  minimum  of  50, CON  gallons  per 
day  from  the  Pinhay  source  with  an  arrangement  to  increase  this 
up  to  15-0,000  gallons;  both  supplies  are  continuously  chlor¬ 
inated,  The  highest  daily  consumption  was  154, COC  gallons 
on  1st  September  19A7.  Over  JOjo  of  the  houses  have  water  laid 
on,  and  the  rest  have  taps  outside.

DRAI  TAGE 

AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  whole  town  is  on  the  water  carriage  system,  except  for 
a  few  huts  on  the  Western  Beach  from  which  the  Council  collect 
and  dispose  of  the  pail  contents. 


The  Western  part  of  the  town  is  drained  by  a  9"  sewer  to 
a  12!I  iron  outfall  at  the  Cobb.  The  centre  of  the  town  is 
drained  by  9" >  12”  and  IS"  sewers,  and  the  valley  by  9"  sewers 
in  the  river  bed.  These  join  at  the  river  mouth  and  discharge  . 
to  sea  by  an  l3"  iron  outfall.  Both  outfalls  discharge  slightly 
beyond  low  water  mark.  No  intermediate  retaining  tanks  are 
installed,  and  no  nuisance  is  created  on  the  foreshore  by 
sewage  from  the  outfalls.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Over  a  thousand  bins  are  collected  once  weekly  of  household 
and  trade  refuse.  The  refuse  is  conveyed  .to  a  tip  on  the  cliffs 
east  of  the  town.  All  main  streets  are  swept  daily  and  gulleys 
cleared  weekly.  Litter  baskets  are  provided  in  the  main  streets 
and  are  emptied  daily.

Eradication  of  Vermin. 

No  premises  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Rodent  Control. 

A  full-time  Rodent  Officer  is  employed  by  the  Council 
and  he  reports  that  487  inspections  were  made.  88  infestations 
were  discovered,  none  of  them  being  of  a  heavy  nature.  226  dead 
rats  and  mice  were  found  after  trestment.  Drains  and  sewers  were 
treated  6  times,  but  there  were  no  takes.  River  banks  were 
treated  5  times,  and  the  refuse  tip  12  times.  The  Block  Control 
System,  advised  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  was  carried  out.  Liaison 
was  maintained  with  Dorset  W.A.E.C,  and  the  Axminster  R. D. C.
